the Starres , ſome pur their truſt in their Coyne; ſaying , 
with the couctous nuſer, Pec:ina omia poteſt ; 1 pray God 
too many of thoſe Idolarers be nor amongſt ys ; nay,ſome 
worſhip the Deuill himſclfe. 

We read inthe 2 K'ngs 16.3. That Alas King of leruſa- 
tem made hi ſonne to gee thorow the fire, after the abhomina- 
tions of the Heathen, as a ſacrifice to the Idoll Moleth, 

Alfo, in the 2 K/ags 21. it is faid of Manaſſth, thar hee 
Þ.ult the high places which Hezchiab bu Father had deſtroyed, 
and he erefteq v> Allars for Bail, and madea Groue as did 
Abab King of Iſ1ael, and worſhipped all the Hoaſt of Heauen, 
&zd ſcrued them. 

Andas in tnoſetimes they worſhipped the Gods of their Nav

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dulous >z5plc in our dayes which know not the true God

fide, that in reſpe& thereof it is baſe and vilde, andas durt 
and drofle co pure gold, as a pible-ſtone to a precious Di- 
amond.

The Apoſtle Parl alfo, writing to the Eph.q.17.18.19.ex- 
horteth them,th? !hey will not walke as other Gentiles,in wa- 
xity of thei; minc, bautng their cogitation darkened, aid be- 
ne ſtranzers from the life of God/hravgh the ignorance that is 
ia them becaiſfe of the bardneſſe of thutr bearts.@xc. 

Andit may be truely applyed vnto them that is ſpoken 
by Iſay the prophet, 7,5 9.10-7hey grepe for the wal like the 
blinde,and as one withour eyes, they ſtble m the noone-day, 
#5 in the tw:!tthi, and they are in ſolitary places as dead 
Meir.

The word of Godin diuers places of the Scripture js 
bkened 
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likened to Rivers ard waters, whereby is meant, thatif

of great Brita'ne,they thall bee delwered and freed from 
their blindnetle and ignorance. 

Iobn 4.1 4.1 heſoerer d1inketh of the water (ſaith Chriſt ) 
that I ſhall give him,ſhall never be more a thirſt,but the water 
that 1 ſhall grue him. ſhall bee tn bim a well of water, ſpringing 
vp into euerlaſling life, 

Exzech.47 8.9. The Scriptures are called wholeſome wa- 
rers, in theſe words; Theſe waters iſſue out towards the Eaſt 
Country, and rune downe into the plaine, and ſhall goe into one 

Sea, and the wate”s ſhall be wheleſome, and every thing which 
moueth whereſocuer the Rivers come, ſholl live : and there ſhall 
be a very great multitude cf fiſh, becauſe theſe waters ſhal come 
thitber ; for they ſhall be wholeſorre, and euery thing ſhall line 
whither the Kiter commety2.

«1d peruert all equity: they build up Zion with bloud and Ie- 
ruſalem with mniquity,(thatis, they: build them houſes by 
bribery( The heads thereof iudge for rewards, and the Prieſts 
thereof teach for hire, &- the Prophets thereof propheſie for mo- 
zey, yet wil they leane upon the Lord e&ſay, Is not the Lord a- 
mong ft vs ?n0 euill can come vpon vs :which hypocrifie being 
thus cloaked with Religion, is the morefree from ſuſpition 
of the people.
